Alternatively, the end plates may be built up 
from two pieces by rivetting or by fusion butt-welding. In the 
later case, the line of weld shall be parallel to the horizontal axis 
of the boiler and the entire plate after flanging shall be subjected to 
stress relieving and the weld shall be radiographed.” 

(ii) for clause (a) of Regulation 117, the following clause shall be substi- 

tuted, namely: — 

“(a) The dished end plates of boilers shall preferably be in one piece made 
from one rolled plate. If this is impracticable owing to the large 
diameter, the dished end plate may be made from two plates fusion 
butt welded together and in such cases the requirements of stress 
relieving and radiographic examination as provided for in Regula- 
tion 113 shall apply and the line of weld shall be parallel to the 
horizontal axis of the boiler. 

The inside radius to which a plate is dished shall not be greater than the 
external diameter of the shell to which it is attached, except in the 
case of Lancashire and Cornish boilers when the radius shall not
